contest han been precipitated In In- 
diana by the advent of tho Modern 
Maccabees, a new fraternal Insurance 
order. The old Knighta of tlie Macca- 
bees of the World have declared war 
on their youthful rival. 


The new order Is said to have been 


started by dissatisfied men who were 
deposed as supreme officials of the 
old one. 
John Conroy, deputy great 


commander of the new order, has 
been at work with assistants In the 
northern part of Indiana for several 
weeks, establishing subordinate tents. 
Officers and members of the old Mac- 
cabee order oppose this advance and 
Great Commander Mllo Meredith has 
Issued a lettur to commanders of local 
tents declaring that the new society 
has no right to operate In Indiana. 
The Modern Maccabees, It la alleged, 
are not legally empowered to solicit 
members In this state, and Attorney 
General C. W. Miller has been ap- 
pealed to. No decision, however, can 
be secured until September, as that 
official Is away on a vacation.

come bitter. Deputy Conroy says sim- 
ilar opposition was encountered 
In 


Ohio, but that his company won In

Scattering Votes. 


It Is believed that the chances ot 


the leading candidates are now gone 
and that the votes being cast are for 
outsiders. 
All business at the Vati- 


can Is at a standstill until the new 
pope Is chosen. 


At the conclave of 1878 only three 


ballots were necessary to elect Card- 
inal Pecfll with 40 votes. 


News Leaks Out. 


In the face of the discomforts, of 


which several cardinals have already 
complained, this delay In electing a 
Pope, notwithstanding the high tem- 
perature of Rome at this time and the 
restricted quarters occupied by the 
cardinals, Is full of significance. 


Rumor has It that the first two bal- 


lots resulted In giving Rampolla 20 
votes, VnnnutelH 12. and GottI 7, the 
other votes being scattered. No mat- 
ter how strict the Inclosure, It would 
be the first time in history If some 
Information did not leak out of the 
conclave. 


Accepting 
this rumor as correct, 


three Italians have obtained thirty- 
nine votes—one more than the Italian 
contingent can give—and this fact mar 
Hive B key to the situation.

"Our Hrst real sight seeing In To- 


klo was last week when we visited 
two Interesting temples. They were 
both In Toklo and both Buddhist but 
ad -unlike in character as possible.

and most beautiful In Japan.

In a large park with wide avenues 
of old pine trees, gnarled and plct 
uresque.

FAMED ENGLISH CITY 


SHREWSBURY 
OF 
MORE THAN 


PASSING INTEREST. 


Five 
Hundredth 
Anniversary 
of 


Fierce Battle Fought There Recent- 
ly 
Commemorated—Birthplace 
of 


Two Great Men. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Ilocently there was heid In the his- 


toric English town of Shrewsbury a 
commemoration ceremony that was 
onu of the most interesting ever held 
In that country. The object was to 
celebrate tho 
oOUth anniversary of 


the battle of Shrewsbury, famous as 
one of the fiercest and most decisive 
battles ever fought on lirltlsh soil, as 
well as by reason of tho prominence 
Shakespeare gives It In his plays. Tho 
iilstorlc struggle tooli place July 21, 
M03, between the forces of Henry IV 
ind those of "Hotspur," as Henry 
Percy, the warlike son ot the earl of 
Northumberland, was known, and Its 
effect was to make the former's posi- 
tion on the English throne, which he 
ind usurped, stronger than It had 
been up to that time. 


Even to-day, COO years after Its oc- 


currence, tho story of thu battle of 
Shrewsbury. In which lO.GDO men fell, 
s one that cannot be 'read without a 
thrill. 
Henry of Lancaster was the 


son of John of Gaunt and was a thorn 
n the ilesh of Richard II. 
Ho had 


no valid tltlo to the English crown, 
or the pretense of It, except that hu 
was the son of the fourth son of Ed- 
ward III. 
Ho was born at IJolIng 


broke, In Lincolnshire. In 1360. and 
was surnamcd Uollnghrokc. 
When 


he first became troublesome Richard 
I banished him to France, but ho 
availed himself of the king's absence 
n Ireland, returned and seized the 
crown In 13S9—the 
same 
year In 


which ho became duke of Lancaster. 
In his designs upon the crown ho was 
aided and abetted by tho earl of 
Northumberland and the lattcr's eld 
eat son, Hotspur, who had jotnod him 
on the understanding 
that 
Henry 


would do nothing more than reclaim 
his confiscated estates and make no 
attempt to assume the crown. Tho 
head of tho Lancasters,.however, was 
hardly successful and King Itlchard, 
who had hurried back to England, 
scarcely captured and clapped 
Into 


prison, than Henry broke his word to 


Shrewsbury Castle. 
. miKht win*.) 
his mifcs an^i de'ciari^ 'Htmsclf. King 
Honry IV. To bo king he had no 
real claim, even had Klchard II been 
dead, tho rightful heir to the throne 
being Edmund, son • of 
the carl of 


March. 


Almost Immediately, Northumber- 


land ar.d Hotspur 
declared 
war 


against Henry, and soon Induced tho 
Welsh under Owen Qlcndower to Join 
them. The allies determined to make 
Shrewsbury, then a heavily fortified 
town, their stronghold, and Hotspur 
marched toward the place with an 
army of 1-1,000 men, sending word to 
Olondower that ho should meet him 
there. 
Honry IV, however, was too 


quick for both of them. He reached 
Shrewsbury first, oqcunlqd 
It, ..and 


thus prevented a Junction uotwe'oh 
his opponents' armies. 
Hotspur ar- 


rived, took up a strong position out- 
side 
of Shrewsbury, and, 
without 


waiting for Glondowcr to make his 
appearance, 
challenged 
Honry 
to 


come out and fight. 


The king was nothing loth, hut first 


made an attempt to conciliate Hot- 
spur. The flery young man refused to 
listen. 
"Then," said Henry, "I pray 


Ood that you may answer for tho 
blood that shall bo split to-day and 
not me!" and so ho gave orders for 
tho royal army to move on to tho en- 
emy. Perhaps what followed Is best 
told In tho words of a chronicler of 
those days. 


"Tho battle," this old-world writer 


nays, "began with a dreadful dls 
charge of arrows from both the front 
lines. Tho Scotch, who were too Im- 
patient to fight at a distance, rushed 
with groat fury upon the front linos 
of the royal army, and put them Into 
confusion, .so that they would have 
been totally routed had not the Im- 
petuosity of Hotspur defeated his own 
Intentions; he fought with such, un- 
daunted courage that 
a 
way waa 


opened Into the royal army, but his 
men were unable to follow. 


"In the boat of the battle, Hotspur 


himself and the earl of Douglas, with 
Incredible valor, bent all their aim at 
the person of the king; this being dis- 
cerned, the king withdrew from his 
station, and by. so doing saved hi* 
life, for they slew Sir Walter Blount. 
his standard hearer, but. missing th« 
king, charged Into the middle of their 
enemies. 
Heaps of dead bodies lay 


on every side, and victory was begin- 
ning to declare for the rebels, when 
the 
king 
brought up his reserve, 


which soon turned the scale. At last. 
the rout became general; the rebels 
fled In great confusion, and Hotspur, 
being resolved to sell his life as dear 
as possible, rushed Into the hottest 
part of tho battle and was killed." 


Many deeds of prowess were ac- 


complished 
In 
this 
engagement. 


Henry, It Is recorded, had a horso 
killed under him and slew thirty-six 
persons with his own hand. 


This 
battle, 
of 
course, 
gives 


Shrewsbury Its chief claim to renown, 
but there arc "other circumstances 
which lend Interest to It. There Is a 
statuo of Lord Clivc, who was born 
so close In tho (neighborhood that he 
Is accounted a 'native, son of Shrews- 
bury.

More toan 5 million pounds of sug 
ar valued at 100 million dollars was 
brought Into the United 
States in 


the fiscal year just ended. 
This Is 


a larger Importation of sugar than 
at any preceding year In the hlstor} 
of the country, and the 
value 
U 


greater than In any preceding year 
except the Importations of 1891, 1893 
and 189-1. These figures Include the 
sugar bought from Porto Rico and 
the Hawaiian Islands; 
and 
while 


the figures of tho shipments from 
Porto Rico and the 
Hawaiian Isl- 


ands are not In the official statemen 
of Imports, they are properly Icclud 
ed in the statement 
to. show 
the 


quantity of sugar 
coming Into the 


United States. 
Tho total number 


of pounds of sugar brought Into the 
United States during the year was 
as . shown by the records' of the De 
partmcnt of Commerce 
and Labo 


through Its Bureau of Statistics, u 
217,077,03-1. while In no earlier year 
la, .the .history. of. the country, has 
the Importation of sugar ever reach 
ed 5 billion, pounds. 


The largest 
Importation of an> 


earlier year was that of 1897 when 
the total was 
-1,918,905,733' pounds 


Adding to the enormous Importation 
of 1903, 600 million pounds as* the 
domestic'production, 
would give a 


total sugar supply of 
5,817 million 


pounds for the year, or sulllclent to 
furnish an average of 72 pounds for 
each Individual In the United States 
estimating the present population at 
80 million. 


The record of sugar Importations 


for the year differs materially In cer- 
tain aspects from 
that of earlier 


years. 
The 
total 
Importation or 


beet sugar during the year was only 
87 million pounds against 255 mil' 
lions in the fiscal year 1902 and 908 
millions In the fiscal year 1901. Cane 
sugar of course 
composed the re- 


mainder and the cano sugar impor- 
tations of the fiscal year, exclusive 
of that brought from Porto Rico and 
the Hawaiian Islands amounted 
to 


4,075 million pounds against 2..G85 
millions In the fiscal year 1902 ami 
2,950 millions In 1901. 
Prom Porto 


Rico the total sugar brought Into the 
United States amounted to $20,143,- 
503 pounds, valued at $7,4Gfl,579, and 
from the Hawaiian Islands, 774,823,- 
420 pounds, valued 
at $25.310,«84. 


Thus, the total 
quantity of sugar 


supplied by Porto Rico and the H'a- 
wallan Islands amounted to one bil- 
lion i pounds or about one-fifth of the 
total brought Into the country. Its 
value being nearly 33 million dol- 
lars. 


Another marked characteristic of 


the year's production of sugar Is the 
fact that the price of sugar brought 
from foreign countries has averaged 
lower than In any proceeding year. 
The official statements of the Bureau 
of Statistics have 
for many years 


shown the average cost per pound In 
foreign countries of tho sugar' Im- 
ported. 
This average cost was In 


1872 and 1873 over G cents per pound 
From that period It ranger down- 
ward averaging four and a fraction 
cents per pound, until 1883 when the 
cost first fell below 4 cents, being 
In 1S84, 3.C cents per pound. 
From 


that date forward It ranged down- 
ward. In somo years falling below 
three cents per pound, tho figure for 
1894 
being 2.9 cents as tho year's 


average rate of cost. 
By 1901, the 


movement was till slowly downward, 
the average rate for 1901 being 2.3 
cents per pound, while In 1902, the 
average cost was 1.82 perpound, and 
In the fiscal year just ended, tho av- 
erage cost In the country of produc- 
tion of sugar 
imported from 
for- 


eign countries was 
1.71 cents per 


pound which is lower than in any 
preceding year.

Brqgg lay behind fortified lines at Till- 
lahoina. and Kosecrans moved his gun-i 
and battalions around him and gavo 
hlui no choice but to vacate the works 
and light In the open or retreat for thu 
third time within a year. 


Bragg retreated 
to Chattanooga, 


where he cotiUl place rivers and moun- 
tains between his anny anil the foe. 
The Soqnutchlo river, the Cumberland 
mountains nnd tho Tennessee river 
were barriers facing Itosccrans when 
be broke camp on the Tulhihomu line 
Aug. 10 to keep In touch with Bragg. 
Having opened the campaign with a 
brilliant stroke of strategy, the Federal 
commander decided to try It a second 
time even at the risk of being detected 
in repeating himself. 


Bragg began to fortify Chattanooga 


against attack by building earthworks 
on Mission ridge, behind the city. lie j 
also sent his cavalry Into the moun-1 
tain passes to head on* Itosecrnns and 
fortified the crossings of the Tennessee 
above and In-low (Mmttniioogn. 
Na- 


lure had done much to make the roads 
from TuIIahoma to Chattanooga. Im- 
possible for an army with active foes 
In front. 
It was only necessary for 


Bragg to fill up the gaps and Chatta- 
nooga was safe. "The Tennessee will 
be taken an our line," said Bragg. 


Rosccrans waited over a month for 


nature to do a good turn for the 'at- 
tacking army. The corn would ripen 
about the middle of August, and as the 
region was generally sterile and the 
mountain roads of the roughest' It 
would be a boon to the troops to find 
sustenance by the wayside. 
Bragg 


took It for granted that his enemy 
would come down upon him through 
the Sequutchle valley, a rich and broad 
highway. 
He concentrated all his 


strength to defend that route, 'and 
Rosecrans encouraged the policy of his 
antagonist by sending an nnuy corps 
through the valley to make a feint of 
attack on Chattanooga from the north. 


On Aug. 20 Bragg saw the Federals 


filing through the passe3 of the Cum- 
berland mountain toward Chattanooga 
nnu prepared to fight. Next day scouts 
brought word that the Federals had 
crossed the Tennessee river on the rear 
of Ids army nnd were moving south 
toward his line of railroad communica- 
tions with the Interior of the Confed- 
eracy. 


This last bit of news was confirmed 


by the sound of cannon shot nt Chat- 
tanooga. General .1. T. Wilder"* FediT.tl 
cavalry had galloped up to the ImnR of 
the Tennessee opposite tho town nnd 
began tossing shells Into the streets. 
It was fast day. and the churches 
were filled with worshipers. One noted 
pastor had Just opened prayer when 
the first shell whistled past tho win- 
dows. 
He continued the Invocation 


calmly to the end, but on opening his 
eyes found that he had few listeners. 
The troops In tho place retired to the 
fortified hills, nnd for hours Chattanoo- 
ga was helpless under the guns of tho 
enemy. 


Again Bragg had been outgeneraled. 


The enemy was In his rear and Chatta- 
nooga In danger. This was tin- llrst 
time a gun had been fired at the great 
Confederate depot of the west. Federal 
armies had more than once turned their 
heads toward that point, hut never be- 
fore came to n collision with Its de- 
fenders. 
Chattanooga was the gate- 


Way of thu rich region between the 
Mississippi and the Atlantic bordering 
BI>on the gulf. It was mountain locked 
nud nt n glance seemed beyond eon- 
quest. Had It been wrested from the 
Confederates In ISitt! after the fall of 
l>ouelHon and the battle of Khlloh the 
life of the Confederacy would have 
be*n cut short n year and Vlcksburg 
•would never have figured In the great 
contest. 


Chattanooga stood guard over the 


railways which batide.d the whole 
southern tier of Confederate states to-. 
gethcr. welding Texas. Louisiana. Mis- 
cUsIppI, Alabama and Georgia to the 
Carolina*. 
Vlcksburg had been able 


to hold out solely because Chattanooga 
was behind It. With Vicksburg taken, 
Chattanooga was the next bulwark In 
the chain of southern defenses to be re- 
duced If the Federals were to control 


the west. Hosecrans counted upon help 
from Grant's army, which had con- 
quered Vlcksburg. But Grant had oth- 
er plans. 


ICosccrann' march upon Chattanooga 


from the west left one weak point In 
the campaign plan. The upper Tennes- 
see valley from Chattanooga north- 
ward to Knoxvlllo. guarded on the 
west by the Cumberland mountains, 
was still open to thu Confederates. 
This valley connected Chattanooga 
with Virginia and Hragg's army with 
the army of Itobert IS. Lee. Moreover 
It gave Bragg an open road to Ken- 
tuck}' If he chose to offset Kosecrans* 
march southward by a second Invasion 
across the Ohio. Bragg had maintain- 
ed a strong division at Knoxvllle under 
Buckner to keep the road open. 


Army 
movements are sometimes, 


though not often, surrounded with niys- 
tery which completely bailies the keen- 
est leaderof the opposition. Bragg knew 
he was fated to be attacked at Chatta- 
nooga or In that vicinity by Hosecrans. 
He knew he might be attacked also by 
Grant with the Vkksburg army, either 
In conjunction with Koseerans or Inde- 
pendent of him. These threatening at- 
tacks must come from the? west. While, 
watching them the last days In August 
n new nnd wholly unlocked for foo 
took the Held In cast Tennessee, head- 
Ing for Knoxvllle. Tho new foe was a 
new Federal army under . General 
Burnslde. 


Had Burnslde's march been revealed, 


to Bragg a few days earlier h» might 
have Ignored Bosecnins tolling through 
the mountains nnd sent help to Buck- 
ncr to hold Knoxvllle. for the posses- 
sion of that point gave the Confeder- 
ates railroad connection between Chat- 
tanooga nnd Virginia direct. The news 
from Knoxvllle. however, did not reach 
Chattanooga until Hosecrans had cross- 
ed the Tennessee river Into Georgia 
and was heading for Dalton, on the 
railroad In rear of Chattanooga. Bragg 
was not to be allowed to fight for Chat- 
tanooga from behind flu- defenses he 
had built with great earn, but must 
march out and tight In the open, and 
'that not merely to save Chattanooga, 
but to save his army from ruin. Should 
Hosecrans plant his army In the passes 
of the mountains of north Georgia be- 
hind Bragg the Confederate would be 
In n trap. He couldn't feed his army 
with Tennessee closed to him and 


p Georgia cut off. He couldn't retreat. 
i for mountains hedged him about— 
i mountains and Federal armies. 
i A little more activity on the part of 
General Meade, who was confronting 
Leo In Virginia, and Bragg's army 
would have been smashed by Uosc- 
cmns In the passes of north Georgia or 
It would have been cooped up In Chat- 
tanooga. Help was to come to Bragg 
In the crisis Rosecrans was weaving

nbout him from farott Virginia and 
that not by the fdiort cut through east 
Tennessee via Knoxvllle—for Hurnslde 
had closed that route-—but the round- 
about course of the Carollnas. 


Still another combination for the de- 


struction of Hragg and Chattanooga 
•was figured out on paper while Rose- 
craiiH inis tolling through the moun- 
tains the last weeks In August. Grant 
proposed to take his VIclssburg army 
routh, reduce Mobile and then march 
north Into the Interior of Georgia be- 
hind Uragg. cutting the Confederacy In 
two the necond time. This plan was 
overruled In Washington. Had It been 
begun, even not to say carried through, 
Cblckainauga would never have been 
fought. In the event of Grant's at- 
tacking Mobile Rosecrans would have 
been given the task of threatening 
Chattanooga to keep Bragg busy, an- 
other case of otic army holding the 
head of tho enemy while another skins 
his legs. 


Left to his own dt-rlces, Hosccrans 


pounded* Chattanooga with shells and 
passed his army around It to the rear, 
compelling Urnpg to follow and leave 
Chattanooga empty. Il:irnsld<; was too 
far awny to march In, and Grant's nr 
my wns temporarily broknn up.

In the yard at her home by a man who 
had hidden In the shrubbery and whom 
she could not recognize In the dark- 
ness. 
. When Mrs. Wood called for help the 
man dashed the contents of a bottle of, 
carbolic acid In her face and fled.

When young Cole, who lived with

Christian love. 
Ills text was from 


1. John 3:14. 
Lesson I's. 1C 1. John 
3.. 
"\Vc know that we have passed 


from death unto life, (because wo 
love the brethren." 
The following 


Is his sermon. In part: 
"We are told that when the schol- 


ars of the lllblu society undertake 
to 
translate 
the Ulblo Into the 


tongues and dialects of the heathen 
peoples, very frequently they have 
to create the very words which ex 
press Christian truths, because the 
words do not exist. 
There is no 


word for sin, there is no word for 
redemption. In these various dialects 
the tongues of the 
heathen 
races 


and the words do not exist. 
Tho 


same thing may be said of tho con; 
ceptlon of Christian lovo as It was 
first 
pronounced 
and 
expounded 


among these great and decaying civ 
ilizatlons who first heard the mes- 
sage of Christianity. 


"There IB no word for love. In the 


sense In which Christ and hU apost 
les used It. 
Love had o domestic 


a sentimental, and a physical slgnl 
ficance. Illustrated In the poetry o 
the whole race. 
Above all It was 


a symbol of physical sensation. 
To 


love upon the lips of Christ and Ills 
apostles meant none of these things. 
Love as the great ma^tcrword of 
the new born church was an absolute 
ly new word, standing for a kind of 
passion which was new to human ex- 
perience. 
H U little wonder that 


early prosecutors of 
the 
Christian 


church entirely 
misinterpreted the 


life of a community whose watch- 
word was love, attributing to such 
communities the 
most 
abominable 


acts, because the word had become 
saturated 
with 
abominable mean- 


ings by pagan poets, in vile emper- 
ors, and by the filthy Imaginings ot 
a corrupted people. 
How new the 
strange word must have sounded to 
them upon the lips of Christians may 
lie measured by this text, which us- 
es It as a boast, and as a test, and 
a watchword for a new kind of life. 
"We know that we have passed from 
death tmto life, 
because we lovo 


the brethren." 
Both 
words were 


new. 
It was by the utterance of 


these two words that Christianity 
broke up the empire of the old pag- 
anism, and created 
a new society 


and a new world. 
Measure the dar- 


ing antithesis of this text. 
Life 


Is represented by love and brother- 
hood, death T>y their absence/Where 
this new kind of love Is not, there 
Is death, dying Kocletlsm. dying na- 
tions. 
V.*nc:-i> Christ's love comes, 


there Is a rejuvenation of a nation, 
of society, and the creation of a new- 
empire. 
The old hymn la no exag- 


geration; 
"Fly Christians to thei'- 


rescue; lly. preach Jesus unto them 
e'er they die." 
H IB historically tme, such com- 


munities are dying, and not through 
errors In spiritual 
knowledge only, 


or even chiefly. 
They 
are dying, 


through lack of social love. 
While 


materialism as a theory of the world 
is nearly extinct, materialism as a 
social force has still a deadly grip 
upon us. producing dally all those 
rapacious lusts which Inflict Injust- 
ice on the weak, and make our social 
life a state of warfare. 
We need 


clearer conceptions of spiritual and 
theological truth, no doubt, hut we 
need a great deal more—the spirit 
and the 
temper 
of Jesus Christ, 


Is measured by the love of society, 
our 
social 
relationship, 
and that 


spirit Is love. 
The Hfo ot society, 


Christianity Is no a dogma, It Is con- 
duct. "We now that we have passed 
from death nnto life" not because 
we wear the name of Jesus Christ 
not because of our creed, not be- 
cause of our shibboleths of a vain 
orthodoxy—"We know that we have 
passed from death unto life because 
we love our brethren."
